ORDER  EARLY.  Send  in  Four  orders  as  early  as  pos¬ 
sible  to  prevent  disappointment  as  supply  is  limited  on 
some  varieties. 

POSTAGE  OR  DELIVERY  CHARGES  are  prepaid  on 
all  orders  for  $2.60  or  over.  For  orders  of  less  than  $2.60 
add  25  cents  for  packing  and  postage. 

DELIVERY.  Some  varieties  of  bulbs  can  be  transplanted 
any  time  of  the  year,  but  as  a  general  rule  summer  and 
fall  planting  is  required.  Orders  will  be  filled  as  soon  as 
stock  is  ready. 

Prices. — At  prices  quoted,  6  bulbs  or  more  will  be  supplied 
at  the  dozen  rate,  while  25  or  more  will  be  supplied  at  the 
100  rate. 

Terms  of  Payment. — Our  terms  of  payment  are  invariably 
cash  with  order. 

DEPTH  HOLLAND  BULBS  SHOULD  BE  PLANTED 

Many  of  our  customers  are  frequently  puzzled  to  know 
the  proper  depth  and  distance  apart  at  which  bulbs  should 
be  planted.  The  accompanying  diagram  conveys  the  in¬ 
formation  much  more  clearly  and  briefly  than  any  descrip¬ 
tion  could.  The  chart  will  bear  careful  study.  Outdoor 
planting  should  be  done  early  in  the  fall  to  secure  healthy 
plants,  vigorous  foliage,  and  beautiful  flowers. 


Guarantee. — We  guarantee  our  bulbs  to  be  true  to  n*mi 
and  reach  you  in  healthy  growing  condition.  In  case  they 
do  not  prove  to  be  so  we  will  replace  same  free  of  charge, 
or  will  refund  the  amount  paid,  but  it  is  mutually  agreed 
that  we  shall  not  at  any  time  be  liable  for  a  greater  amount 
than  the  original  cost.  Ail  bulbs  shipped  are  supposed  to 
be  free  from  all  insects  and  disease.  In  case  bulbs  should 
for  any  reason  be  condemned  by  your  Horticulture  Com¬ 
missioner,  we  will  gladly  refund  the  money.  As  most  of 
the  failures  with  bulbs  are  due  to  causes  beyond  our  con¬ 
trol,  such  as  unfavorable  weather,  too  deep  or  too  shallow 
planting,  strong  fertilizers,  slugs,  etc.,  we  accept  no  re¬ 
sponsibilities  beyond  those  mentioned  above.

A  native  of  Peru  with  a  great  many  lovely  spikes  of 
golden  yellow,  orange  and  various  shades  of  pink  to  rose 
flowers ;  some  beautifully  spotted.  Excellent  as  cut  flowers 
and  keep  for  a  long  time.  Should  not  be  moved  unless 
necessary  as  they  do  not  bloom  until  fully  established.  Re¬ 
quire  sunny  location,  rich  soil  and  plenty  of  moisture,  but 
with  good  drainage.  A  mulch  of  well  rotted  manure  is 
recommended  for  them.  They  are  not  hardy  in  the  east,  but 
could  be  stored  in  barely  moist  sawdust  in  the  cellar  during 
the  winter.  Do  not  disturb  the  roots  when  lifting.  Each  Doz.

Tall  stems,  no  foliage  while  blooming,  therefore 
combines  exquisitely  with  blue  Agapanthus  which  blooms 
at  the  same  time,  providing  foliage.  This  combination  makes 
an  effective  clump  or  striking  border.  In  the  warm  sections 
of  the  south  and  on  the  Pacific  coast  the  bulbs  bloom 
freely  out  of  doors  and  should  be  planted  with  the  tops 
even  with  or  a  little  above  ground.  Pot  culture  is  suggested

This 
unique  bulb  was  becoming  very  popular  when 
horticultural  restrictions  prohibited  importations 
into  this  country.  In  a  dry  state  it  will,  in  any 
ordinary  living  room  temperature,  throw  up  an 
odd  growth  of  mottled  gray  foliage  and  stalk 
with  a  semblance  of  flower.  This  is  accomplished 
without  planting.  The  same  bulb  can  then  be 
planted  outdoors  when  the  weather  warms  up 
and  will  produce  a  beautiful  green  foliage

After  the  bulb 
has  blossomed,  cut  the  flower  stem,  leav¬ 
ing  four  leaves.  Allow  the  bulb  to  ripen 
in  the  ground  and  when  the  leaves  have 
turned  brown,  dig  the  bulb  and  store  in 
a  cool  dry  place.

This  beautiful  class  of  Iris  is  so  well  known  that  no 
lengthy  description  is  needed.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  for 
the  little  effort  required  for  growing  them,  no  other  flower 
gives  greater  joy  or  adds  beauty  to  the  garden,  more  than 
these  magnificent  rainbow  tinted  Iris. 

The  following  culture  suggestions  may  prove  helpful : 
Plant  from  August  to  March,  the  earlier  the  better,  in 
a  sunny  or  partially  shaded  location.  Any  good,  rich  soil 
will  do  well  for  Iris  as  long  as  it  has  good  drainage.  Give 
a  mulch  of  old  manure,  but  do  not  mix  this  or  other 
fertilizer  with  the  soil.  Plant  roots  15  to  20  inches  apart 
and  1  inch  deep.  To  avoid  decay,  do  not  plant  in  damp  lo¬ 
cations  or  give  too  much  water  at  first.  Divide  and  replant 
every  3  or  4  years.

As  these  magnificent  Iris  become  better  known  they  gain 
in  popularity  and  a  field  of  them  in  bloom  or  a  few  speci¬ 
mens  artistically  arranged  in  the  water  garden  is  truly 
a  lovely  sight.  These  Iris  are  the  last  to  bloom,  coming 
into  flower  the  first  part  of  June  and  continuing  for  two 
to  three  weeks,  they  fill  in  a  period  when  flowers  of  this 
attractive  type  are  particularly  welcome.  They  have  proven 
hardy  in  a  number  of  states,  but  should  be  covered  will 
with  straw  in  the  Northern  and  Eastern  states  to  prevent 
freezing  and  thawing. 

Japanese  Iris  may  be  planted  in  the  Spring  or  in  the 
Fall  from  September  until  the  ground  freezes.  They  require 
plenty  of  sunlight,  a  heavy,  moist,  but  well  drained  soil 
and  will  stand  considerable  enrichment  in  the  shape  of  a 
mulch  of  sheep  manure.  Other  strong  fertilizers  or  lime 
should  not  be  used.  Two  or  three  clumps  may  be  potted  up 
in  about  a  12  to  14  inch  Azalea  or  fern  pot  and  started  in 
the  greenhouse  or  coldframe  during  the  Winter  and  then 
placed  among  the  aquatics,  where  they  will  bloom  in  the 
proper  season.

This  group  contains  the  most  curious,  yet  beautiful  of 
all  Iris.  Their  flowers  are  strikingly  veined  on  white,  soft 
violet-purple  or  brown  ground.  To  grow  this  type  of  Iris 
successfully  where  winters  are  severe  or  summers  subjected 
to  occasional  rains,  it  is  necessary  to  dig  the  roots  each 
season  after  the  leaves  have  died  down  (about  the  end  of 
June)  washed,  and  dried  off  for  a  day  or  two  and  then 
stored  in  a  box  of  very  dry  sand  until  time  to  replant. 
Tobacco  dust  added  to  the  sand  is  used  as  a  protection 
against  aphis. 

The  planting  should  be  done  a  few  weeks  before  the 
ground  freezes,  three  or  four  inches  deep  and  then  covered 
with  a  mulch  of  straw  or  dried  leaves,  to  prevent  heaving. 
A  light  frost  will  not  injure  the  roots,  but  will  kill  the 
new  growth.  Therefore,  the  roots  should  be  kept  bone 
dry  after  planting,  inasmuch  as  growth  starts  very  readily 
upon  the  addition  of  moisture,  if  the  temperature  is  mild.

They  are 
stately  in  appearance,  attaining  a  height  of  24  to  30  inches, 
and  producing  beautiful  globular  flowers  of  heavy  texture 
in  a  large  range  of  colors.  They  blossom  in  April  and  May 
and  are  unsurpassed  for  bedding  and  cutting. 

Tulips  can  be  planted  from  October  till  late  in  December. 
They  require  a  moderately  rich  soil,  which  should  be  well 
drained.  If  the  soil  is  in  poor  condition  use  a  little  bone 
meal  or  well  rotted  manure.  Plant  the  bulbs  6  or  more 
inches  apart  and  set  the  tops  3  inches  below  the  surface. 
If  the  soil  is  heavy,  place  a  small  quantity  of  sand  at  the 
base  of  each  bulb.  They  will  remain  in  bloom  for  a  longer 
period  of  time  if  planted  in  a  light,  shaded  location.
